ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


| OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 


For THE YEAR ENDING NOVEMBER 30TH, 1922 


To the President, Board of Trustees and Board of Managers of 
The Chicago Orphan Asylum 


ending November thirtieth, with a feeling of gratitude for 

what we have been able to accomplish. A year when there 
has been little serious illness among the children, a high average at- 
tendance at school and at home a wholesome life, busy with their 
studies, play and pleasures. 

The Board of Managers has held eleven regular meetings, and the 
annual meeting for the election of officers, with an average attend- 
ance of twenty. | 

We have welcomed three new members: Mrs. William Dixon, 
Miss Mary Riddle and Mrs. James Parker Hall. With great regret 
we accepted the resignation of Mrs. Charles Counselman, who for 
twenty-five years had been a deeply interested and valuable member 
of our board. 

The Application Committee, meeting every Tuesday morning, has 
considered 119 cases, representing 16 nationalities. Of these 72 were 
admitted. There are at present in the home 162 children; 255 have 
been cared for during the year, a monthly average of 176, and family 
all told, 210. 

We notice the children are not left with us, on the average, as long 
as they were a year or two ago, showing, we conclude, that the un- 
fortunate situations of the parents are more often only temporary. 

Our Corresponding Secretary has received 78 letters and written 

322. Our Assistant Corresponding Secretary has written 62 notes and 
468 post cards. 
. We have had an average of 131 children in the Burke School. Two 
girls graduated in June and are now attending high school. ‘The 
standing of the children has improved in the past year, owing to the 
tutoring they received from Mr. Gordon. Every afternoon he works 
with fifty or more children who are behind in their studies. During 
the summer he takes the boys to the parks, and directs their play 
there and at home. | 

This tutoring after school and the evening study-hour have kept 
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our older girls, those in the Domestic Science Department, so occu- 
pied, there has been little time for cooking and sewing. However, 
they have mended their clothes and once a week have prepared their 
supper. We, who have been their guests at some of these suppers, 
were surprised and very much gratified to see how well these girls 
can cook meats, vegetables, breads, cake and desserts. 

Each Sunday about 125 of our children enjoy attending the Sun- 
day School of the Second Presbyterian Church where the teachers 
make the lessons most interesting. 

One thousand dollars has been received for the Endowment and 
Care of Beds. 

The record of the work accomplished by our seamstresses, is 
amazing as usual. They mended 11,140 garments and 1936 house- 
hold articles, sewed on 12,962 buttons, made 5460 button-holes, 
darned 8421 pairs of stockings and made 600 new garments. Several 
hundred garments were made by church sewing societies. Over a 
thousand articles were made for us by these sewing societies and 
clubs, a help we very greatly appreciate. 

From the income of the Huntington Jackson Book Fund eighteen 
magazines have been subscribed for and several new books purchased. 
The income from the Wheeler Jenkins Educational Fund did not 
cover all we have added to the indoor and outdoor playground 
equipment. The important items were swings outside and in base- 
ment playrooms and the purchase of twelve pairs of roller skates. 
An increased space for play in the back yard has been made, so now 
the children play there more than ever before, preferring it to the 
parks. 

The roof of the entire building has been repaired and all the in- 
terior cleaned and, where needed, redecorated. Much of this was 
econonomically done by. a painter whom we have employed by the 
month. One much needed improvement was dividing a large room, 
formerly occupied by two maids, into two rooms. Now each adult 
in the Home has a separate room. Rubber matting has been laid 
on all stairways. The oven in the bakery has been repaired, a new 
washing machine and a Vacuette Sweeper purchased, also one newrug. 

The general health of the children has been excellent. Again, we 
wish to express our gratitude to our staff of physicians and to; those 
in charge of the hospitals where our cases, requiring hospital care, 
have received prompt and careful attention. The Durand, County 
and Municipal Contagious Disease Hospitals, St. Luke’s and Michael 
Reese Tonsil and Adenoid Clinics, most generously placed their re- 
sources at the disposal of our sick children. 

Our dentist examines the children’s teeth, and puts them in good 
condition. 

Our physicians recommended that we have every child thoroughly 
examined and a record kept of its physical condition. In order to act 
on their recommendation and to relieve them of much of the burden 
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of visiting, we have engaged a physician who examines the children as 
they are received, as well as all who are here. 

Last spring the Board of Health, at our request, sent Dr. Schmidt 
to examine the children reported ‘by their teachers as being much 
below standard. In some cases defective sight or hearing was the 
cause. 

For those not mentally equipped to keep up with children of their 
own age, we hope, in time, there may be a special room at the Burke 
school. 

Each year adds new names to the list of friends who have given 
many pleasures to make our children happy. 

The older girls were given.a tea at Mrs. Stanley Wiley’s, and many 
of the children entertained at the Tivoli, Metropolitan and Michigan 
theatres. Thanksgiving morning they were invited to see the pic- 
ture at the Adams Theatre, automobiles being provided for the trip. 
And on their return they had the rare treat of a turkey dinner given 
by the Board of Managers. 

Three times delightful movies were brought here, shownin Assembly 
Hall. For these we are indebted to the kindness of Mr. John G. Jenks, 
the Daily News and Messrs. Balaban and Katz, who brought us 
‘“‘Bachelor Daddy,’ a Famous Players film and Jackie Coogan in 
“Oliver Twist”? and “‘ Trouble. ”’ 

The annual entertainment given by the Illinois Athletic Club, 
providing gifts and automobile conveyance was, as usual, a wonder- 
ful occasion. 

During Christmas week our children were again delightfully 
entertained at the Second Presbyterian Church and here at home 
on Christmas Day with a tree, a turkey dinner and gifts. 

Perhaps at no time in the year is there quite such fun and frolic 
in our Assembly Hall as on Hallow-een night, when the little folks 
in masks and costumes, surrounded by mysteries and special decora- 
tions, have an unforgetable party. Valentine Day was very exciting, 
also, with remarkable home-made valentines and a treat of ice cream 
sent by Mrs. Ernest Hamill in memory of her brother, Mr. Charles 
Corwith, formerly a valued member of our Board of Trustees. 

This year for the annual entertainment provided by the David 
Wallach Fund, we chose an afternoon of wonders brought forth by 
the skilled hands of a prestidigitator, who proved to be a great 
SUCCESS. 

On Shoe Day, when each child is given shoes provided by the 
Talcott Fund, Dr. McCartney came to talk to them, a friend sang 
several songs, and Mrs. Armour’s gift of ice cream made a party of 
their supper. 

A young father recently appeared before the Application Com- 
mittee to place a little boy. He said his employer, for whom he had 
worked eleven years and who was the best man he had ever known, 
was with him for reference. When this employer came before the 
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Committee he told us that he, his two little brothers and his sister 
had been inmates of our home in the old building on Michigan Av- 
enue. He now isa successful business man, happily married and the 
father of seven children. The brother, next in age, is an Episcopal 
clergyman in a town in New York and the sister a successful writer. 
It was very gratifying to hear him recall, with such evident pleasure, 
the days he spent in our care, and to think, perhaps, we had helped 
to develop the character which made his bookkeeper consider him 
the best man he had ever known. He said, ‘‘ What I remember most 
of all are Shoe Day and Christmas. Of course, it wasn’t so much to 
me, for I was eleven years old when we went there, but the happy 
faces of the little ones were lovely to see.’”’ 

During the summer there were many beautiful occasions out of 
doors. Automobile Day was wonderful with rides through the boule- 
vards to Lincoln Park where there were games and luncheon. An all- 
day happy time. There were many picnics in the parks and in the 
suburbs, the most important being the picnic given by the Sunday 
School at the Forest Preserve. 

Among our new friends planning pleasures for the children, were the 
Apollo and Humboldt Commanderies who took them to the Hagen- 
back Circus. chartering street cars for transportation and giving 
each child those important things for complete joy at a circus— 
Cracker Jack and a balloon. There were two other circuses, one 
given by the Memorial Temple Association and the other by the 
Boston Store which sent an autobus He take the children to see their 
Mechanical Circus. 

On ‘‘Candy Day” the Association Bi Candy Dealers remembered 
our children with the ever-welcome gift of candy. And, as for many 
_ years, Mrs. Ogden Armour’s treat of ice cream, for every one, once 
a month, is one of their greatest joys. 

I hope these kind friends realize what thrilling occasions their 
invitations bring into the lives of our little children. These pleasures 
help to make up for much of which they have been deprived, much 
which is their due. 

To our Matron, Miss Smythe, and to each member of the house- - 
hold staff, we wish to express our gratitude and appreciation for the 
loving care, the cheer, the devotion which make of this place a really 
happy home.

STATEMENT 


The Chicago Orphan Asylum is entirely free from debt. It is 
necessary to raise by voluntary contribution about ten thousand 
dollars a year for its maintenance. Each child in the home during 
1922 cost the management four hundred and forty dollars. The 
average number of children cared for was one hundred and seventy-six. 

The buildings were designed to accommodate two hundred and 
fifty boys and girls. The expense of maintaining the work the present 
year will be over seventy-five thousand dollars. To meet this the Asy- 
lum has an income from endowments and real estate amounting to 
about fifty thousand dollars. The Trustees appeal to all for liberal 
contributions toward the support of the noble work which the Board of 
Managers is so ably conducting. Will you not aid in this work by 
contributing enough to care for one child? There is great need of such 
support at the present time. 

An endowment fund of eight thousand dollars will produce an 
annual income sufficient to permanently support a child in the 
Asylum. The Trustees appeal to the friends of the Asylum for the 
establishment of such funds. They will bear the name of the donor, 
and be held in trust, the income only to be used.
